Anybody who is reading this 
article and has never experienced any form of interference as 
a result of operating a radio transmitter, skip this; page. and

What's that? You say you've never received a complaint from 
anybody else but your wife says she can hear your sideband rig 
on the intercom back in the bedroom? Then you have to read this. 
And those of you who claim you only put a slight herringbone on 


your own IV, you've got. to.read it, too. 


How about that! Everybody's still reading. Hmmm. Must be a 


popular subject. -Weil, let's get on with it. 


You and I both know that every ham who has ever been active has 
had some kind of an interference problem. If you don't believe 
me, just start telling a TVI story during the coffee break at 
the next RARS meeting and see how many hams join in with a 


"Car you, topithis one” -stery. 


I'm sure you know that the vast majority of all interference cases 
are not the fault of the transmitting, station. shere's. anyoua 
saying about making silk purses out of sows' ears and it certainly 
applies to most of the poorly designed stuff that the electronics 
manufacturers dump on the open market for the american consumer 

to buy. There's only one way that I know of to solve the problem. 


Pass a law that says the manufacturers of consumer electronic 


devices have to design their stuff so that it will work proverly 


when exposed to some reasonable levels of radio frequency energy. 


Now, if you like that.idea, today's your day. Senator Goldwater 
introduced S-864 in the Senate and Rep. Vanik introduced H.R. 8496 
in the House this past year, both proposing to do just that. The 
problem is that these bills are not new. Similar legislation has 
been introduced in each of the past three congresses ever since 
Rep. *Teaeue’ of California ‘did.it.in the 93rd back in "73-'74. But 
each time they have been shoved off to some subcommittee where 


they died a natural death at adjournment. 


Raleigh Amateurs have a convenient way of expressing support for 
these bills. Both North Carolina Senators and your Representative 
have offices in the Federal Building. All it takes is a telephone 
eall. The 95th Congress has another year to go. Both bills die, 
predictably, in subcommittee awaiting their demise. But I'll bet 
Mou a dollar to s donut that if each of about 76 hams call -all 
Mnree Of these guys orfices and tell them that ‘you ‘want ‘these ‘bITTs 
reported out of committee and passed NOW, you'll get some interest 


and action. 


So, if you haven't already written or called your elected reptesent- 
atives and told them what you want them to do for you on $-864 and 
H.R. 8496, do it now. If you don't, you have no ane to blame for
